er. He was last seen a few minutes before 
11 o'clock in his son's saloon, when he took 
a key for the purpose of going into a wa- 
terclosct, but not returning within a reason- 
able time, he was looked for and found upon 
thereof as stated with his head nearly sev- 
ered from his body, the result of cuts inflicted 
with a large butchor kniio by hla own hands. 
After leaving tho saloon he had gone up the

The 
horrible detii was done in the centre of the 
gravel roof, which is bespattered with blood, 
and after the suicide fell he dragged himself 
about 10 feet In a diagonal direction to within 
a foot of the e/l<re of the roof where he ex- 
pired. The coroner was notified of the tragic 
death, anil the verdict of the jury was ren- 
dered In accordance with the above facts, the 
cause of the rash act being attributed toln- 
sainly brought on l>y Krlef on account of the 
death of the suicide's wife which took place 
about three months ago. Last week the sui- 
cide endeavored to get possession of a long 
knife at Mueller's establishment,but as it was 
n tool in constant use, his request was refus- 
ed, He was not in itoiKl health, having: fre- 
quently complained ol palpitation of tin- 
heart,"which troubled him iwislderably at 
times. \Uien Ins wife died he had a larife 
knife in his possession wiili which It was 
feared he intended to kill himself, and It was 
taken from him.
